G.S.R. 305(E).—The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
which the Central Government after consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, proposes to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), read with sub-scction (1A) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 
1954 (37 of 1954), is hereby published as required by said section for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; 
and noti cc is hereby given that the said draft rules w’ill be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of a period of sixty days 
from the date on which the copi es of the Gazette of India in which the notification is published arc made available to the public; 

Any objection or suggestion which may bo received from any person with respect to the said draft rules before the expiry 
of the period so specified will be considered by the Central Government;

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules maybe called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Gazette except rules 2 and 4 which shall come into 
force after six months from the date of their publication. 

2. In sub-rule (1) of rule 47 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal rules), in the first proviso, for the words, ‘‘and may contain carrier/or filler articles,” the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

‘ ‘and may contain the following carrier/fillers, articles namely:— 

1. Dextrose 

2. Lactose 

3. Maltodcxtrin 

4. Mannitol 

5. Sucrose 

6. Isonialt 

7. Citric acid 

8. Calcium silicate 

9. Carboxymethyl Cellulose 
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10. Cream of Tartar IP 

11. Cross Carmellose sodium 

12. Colloidal silicone dioxide 

13. Glycine 

14. Glycarin IP/Glycerol 

15. L-leucine 

16. Magnesium stearate IP 

17. Purified Talc 

18. Poly vinyl pyrrolidone 

19. Providone 

20. Sodium hydrogen carbonate 
21 Starch 

22. Tartaric acid”. 

.3. In rule 55 of the principal rules,— 

(a) against serial 29, relating to flour confectionery, in column (2), for the entry, the following shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“Sorbic acid including Sodium Potassium and Calcium salts (calculated as Sorbic acid)”. 

(b) after serial No. 41, and the entries relating thereto, the following shall be inserted, namely:—

5. In rule 61 of the principal rules, the following proviso shall be added at the end, namely:— 

‘‘Provided also that Glycerol Monostearate may be used in Rice vermicelli upto a maximum extent of 1 per cent by 
weight”. 

6. Afterrule 61D of file principal ml es, the folio wing shall be inserted, namely :— 

“61 E—Use of Xanthan Gum—Xanthan Gum may be used in food articles, upto a maximum extent of 0.5 per cent by 
weight”. 

7. In appendix B of tire principal rules,— 

(a) in item A. 11.02.13.02—Milk Cereal Based Weaning Foods, in the first paragraph, for the words, “It may also 
contain fruit mid vegetables”, the following shall be substituted, namely.— 

“It may also contain fungal-alfa-amylase upto a maximum extent of 0.025 per cent by weight. It may also 
contain fruits, vegetables, egg or egg products”. 

(b) in item A. 18.11, for the words “obtained from Sup or maida”, the words “obtained from suji or maida or 
rice” shall he substituted.
